INTRODUCTION 


"Vater werden ist nicht schwer, Vater sein dagegen sehr" says the German 
humorist Wilhelm Busch, which means "it is not difficult to become a father but 
very much so to be one". It is exactly the same with many things in life. 

It is much easier to introduce a project or even to bring it to a first success; but 
how much care does it need to maintain it. This has been felt many times by the 
Women's Committee and the Art Students' Club of the University in considering how 
to keep the Winnipeg Show as lively and vital as it had been in the first years. 

Although they were content with the initial success they always felt very strongly 
that everything possible must be done to renew this exhibition and keep the 
spirit young, even if it would go into the fundamentals of the show. 

The major concern is how can a public be kept sufficiently or even increasingly 
interested. The answer is only in raising the quality of the show. The next question 
is how to interest as many Canadian artists as possible to submit their works— 
artists who have arrived as well as new ones. You will find that artists look for 
chances to sell their works. This means having good prizes. Prizes have been 
raised this year to $3,000.00. Another problem is how can you keep artists in- 
terested-who might have been disappointed once or twice in previous years when 
their works were not accepted by the judges. This must not have meant anything 
against the artist. Judgment certainly is based on a standard. However, 
personal taste and preference may play a great role. The balance between the 
progressive and the established seems to be a most tricky problem anyway. 

There is a new feature in the Sixth Winnipeg Show, namely that the two judges 
worked separately. The choice of each being displayed separately as well as 
their common selection. 

The Winnipeg Show has always been concerned with obtaining new judges from 
different areas and with different points of view. This year they invited one 
judge considered to be more conservative and one more radical. Only twenty 
works were chosen by both. One who wanted to give the show a general overall 
view chose ninety; the other one who wanted to select the cream chose only 
fifty-five works. The most interesting fact was that when both chose the same artist 
they decided sometimes on a different work. 

To strengthen the established values, a jury show to which everybody could con¬ 
tribute, this time is combined with an invitation show. For the latter, the judges 
and prize winners of the First Winnipeg Show were invited to contribute up to 
four works. One wanted to examine, after a period of five years, how much the 
decisions of the First Winnipeg Show were justified and to what extent the 
artists chosen in 1955 may have developed. 

The public itself will decide if these measurements were right and the organizers 
do hope that the public will even contribute to the permanent renewal in sug¬ 
gestions for the future organization of the Winnipeg Show to keep it permanently 
alive to the benefit of Canadian art and to our city which name it bears.
